Some thoughts here post contest. 


1) Our StepIR and the K3 were truly fantastic. | think this is the first time | had a 
chance to use the station when conditions were optimum, and when that happens, 
we're good enough to be truly competitive on 10-15-20. | had run rates at times that 
were over 200Qs per hour. 

2) We actually got out pretty well on 40M. Our noise level is real high 

though. We definitely get out better than we hear. 

3) I’m wondering what folks thoughts are on possibly setting up for Muli-Multi 
(Multiple Stations, Multiple ops). We have two good rigs, winkeys etc, but would 
have to consider rf isolation techniques. Just my opinion, but multiple op setups 
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(whether single radio or multi) are a lot more fun than single, and is great for team 
building, EmCom training etc. 

4) Wondering if anybody has thoughts about putting up an inverted vee, or long 
wireish type antenna for 80M. It would be good for contests, plus 40 and 80 are im- 
portant in terms of statewide Nets. | think KL7AA should be able to check in to the 
Bush Net and Snipers Net when someone is there. 

5) December 7-8 is the ARRL 10 Meter Contest, and December 16-17 is the ARRL 
Rookie Roundup. | think both would be great activities for the club. I'll be out of 
town for the first one.

Thanks for the comments, Steve! 


| certainly appreciate your participation during Field Day, and I'm glad you were able 
to activate the Club station during the CQ WW CW contest. 


Your claimed score shows Q's on 80m -- were you using the Loop? 


The loop is only eight (8) to ten (10) feet above the roof of the building, and raising 
it another ten (10) feet would be worthwhile (in my opinion). In theory, if the loop 
were raised another ten feet, it should perform about as well as the inverted vee 
concept you mentioned, while providing 2.15 dB gain over the dipole. 


Were you able to try another technique with the K3 called "diversity reception", using 
the loop and the SteppIR vertical? We have to use ANT 1/ ANT 2 (instead of ANT 1 
and the dedicated receive port on the K3, due to RF coupling) but it does work! 


Diversity reception, with the vertical transmitting and both the loop and the vertical 
receiving, might help with those weak signals, since you have both the horizontally 
polarized (loop) component and the vertically polarized (vertical) component availa- 
ble during receive. 


Noise reduction, in the industrial area where we're located, is another priority. 
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Thanks again!

Singing the praises of unsung heroes 
Nov. 29, 2012 by Glenn Bischoff in Urgent Matters 


Hams worked with the American Red Cross to bring vital communications to dozens of 
Shelters in the aftermath of Superstorm Sandy. 


A couple of weeks ago, | spoke with David Sumner, the CEO of the American Radio 
Relay League (ARRL), which represents the amateur-radio community. Sumner was to 
be the keynote speaker at the Radio Club of America's annual awards banquet in New 


York City a couple of days later. Since it had been a while since | last spoke with him 
— far too long, really — | thought this would be a good time to catch up. 


He told me that amateur radio was alive and well. This surprised me, though | don't 
really know why. | suppose it's because a lot of things that were popular in my youth 
— hula hoops, for instance — have fallen by the wayside in this era of technological 
one-upmanship that makes the Cold War arms proliferation look like a potato-sack 
race. Sumner completely understood my reaction. "The perception is that we're stuck 
in the Sixties," he said. "But the number of licenses continues to grow. In fact, this is 
the sixth straight year of growth." 


He attributed the increased popularity in part to the do-it-yourself movement that is 
sweeping the country — if you doubt this, then spend some time surfing your cable or 
satellite system's program guide. According to Sumner, DIY clubs are popping up 
from coast to coast. He told me of one in Washington, D.C., that operates in a church 
basement. 


Members can access a wide variety of equipment and tools — the type of gear that is 
problematic to store if one dwells in a condo or apartment, as many D.C. denizens do 
— that can be used to build an even wider variety of things. A few members started 
to build ham radios just for kicks, and this led to the formation of an amateur radio 
club, Sumner said. He further predicted that more of these DIY clubs likely will be 
spawned as the reurbanization of America continues. 
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Periodically, we have written stories about the vital role that amateur-radio operators 
play in the aftermath of a major disaster, when commercial and public-safety commu- 
nications infrastructure often is rendered inoperable. | recall that the hams were the 
only source of information for several days following the December 2004 Indian 
Ocean earthquake and tsunami that killed 230,000 people and displaced 1.7 million 
more. 


Sumner told me about the role that hams played in the aftermath of Superstorm 
Sandy. Though public-safety communications systems fared very well in the 10-state 


region impacted by the disaster, that didn't stop the amateur-radio operators from 
getting involved. They worked with the American Red Cross to establish communica- 
tions at dozens of shelters that popped up across the affected area. For many victims, 
the hams were the only way that they could get word to family and friends that they 
had survived. 


So, I'd like to take this opportunity to thank them for their service. Amateur-radio op- 
erators tend to do their thing in anonymity. But when it hits the fan, they are front 
and center, right where you need them. America is better for it.

Reports: 


Secretary - Kathleen O’Keefe, KL7KO - Corrections were made to the September 
Board meeting and the General Member Meeting. Motion was made to accept the 
Board and General Meeting minutes with corrections by Ken Perry, AL7GA and 
seconded by Paul Spatzek, WL7BF. The motion passed unanimously. 


Treasurer - Ken Perry, AL7GA - Brought up to date information to regarding 
gaming issue and other issues regarding budget. Need to end the year as close 
to the budget as possible. Still missing some figures and we are expecting more 
accounting fees coming in. Questions were asked for. Responses were given. 
Past Ham Fest was discussed. This item is now closed for further discussion. 
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Finance Committee - Keith Clark, KL7MM - Discussed gaming report discrepan- 
cy. The surprise of covering the 2013 Budget wasn’t expected. The finance commit- 
tee needs to discuss this and get back to the board. By-Laws were discussed as to 
when the budget is to be submitted. Questions were asked. Discussion followed. 
Answers were given. Date, time and location of next Finance Committee meeting 
were provided and invitations to attend were given. Finance and Projects are actual- 
ly one leading into the other. At this point the discussion continued onto the Projects 
Committee with a review of the charts presented each month. 


Projects Committee - T} Sheffield, KL7TS - Not all charts were emailed to mem- 
bers who usually call in via teleconference. Discussion followed covering all the 
charts shown each month with some information provided. Some questions and 
comments followed. Status of ECCP account was given. Restitution was explained. 
Finance Committee will discuss how best to see how this is spent. Questions were 
asked and discussion followed. 


Grants - Paul Spatzek, WL7BF - Three sets of grants are being reviewed. Two 
grants are from MARA. Both are under the limit for going to the membership. This 
should be further discussed. Point of Order, these grants have been waiting for 
three months. Questions were asked. There had been a motion made to table this 
discussion. Motion to table was removed by the individual who made it; there was 
no second. The third grant is from EARS for a generator. Questions were asked and 
discussions followed. Where the funds are to come from was discussed to fund 
these grant requests. Lara Baker, AL2R, made the motion to accept all the three 
grants from the restitution funds. Discussion followed as the grant from EARS is not 
complete. Motion amended to the two MARA grants for the amount of $2161.38 and 
to be paid from the restitution funds.

“Alaska ARES and the Alaska Native Medical Center have in joint effort stood up a 
HF Remote Messaging System (HF RMS) in Anchorage. This system provides HF Radio 
Email Service to the area. In an emergency this system will provide digital email capabili- 
ties if we lose the Internet. It is designed to accept connections from Amateur Operators 
who are using either PacLink or Airmail software and a Pactor 1-3 capable Terminal Mode 
Controller (TNC). If the Internet is lost to the area the RMS will forward messages to an- 
other RMS over HF Radio. Being HF Radio based, the coverage area is quite large. While 
it is intended for intra-Alaska use we have stations from as far away as Arizona using the 
HF RMS to pass email traffic to the internet on occasions. 


ARES also hosts a VHF RMS which provides Radio to Email service on VHF Radio in the 
Anchorage area.
